Whereas over one hundred resident freeholders, and householders, 

one half of whom are freeholders, of the ‘unincorporated Village of Port 
Dover, in the Township of Woodhouse, in the'Gounty, of Norfolk, have 
by Petition, to the Council, of the’ County of ‘Norfolk’; petitioned that 
the said Village, within the’ limits ‘atid bounderies hereafter mentioned, 
may be erected intoan Incorporated AN a apart from the said Town- 
Ree of Woodhouse. 
; And. whereas, by and'under the direction of the County Council of 
the said County of Norfolk, acensus has been taken’ by James Riddell, 
Esquire, of the number of inhabitants comprised within the limits which 
are hereafter described, and provided to be erected into an Incorporated 
Village, and by such ‘census duly proved before the said County Coun- 
cil, it is.shown that the said limits contain a population of one thousand 
and eighty one inhabitants. 

No. 1.—Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation

And whereas it appears by estimate that the sum of nineteen thou- 
sand two hundred and eleven dollars is required. for general purposes, 
and the sum of four thousand one hundred and thirteen dollars for edu- 
cational purposes, making in the aygregate the sum of twenty three 
thousand three hundred and twenty-four dollars.

The Township of Walsingham, for genoral purposes, the sum of 
three thousand and forty-five dollars ; for educational purposes, the sum
